AuTHpUGH rather late in the day, resident* 
of Cromwell are called upon to-morrow even- 
ing to express an opinion on the topic which 
is at present chiefly occupying the public 
mind— the Abolition measures brought down 
by the Colonial Ministry. It is very pro- 
bable that expression will take the form of 
a desire for delay, so that the people may 
have time to educate themselves as to the 
merits of the proposed form of government. 
While all, or nearly all, are agreed that a 
change is desirable, yet, so far as we can 
judge, few care about committing themselves 
to a system which is new and somewhat novel 
in its chief aspects., Any opposition to tha 
immediate passing of the measures into law 
is not due to a wish to perpetuate Provin- 
cialism, but to a feeling that und:ie haste is 
being displayed in forcing the change upon 
the country,— the more especially as a general 
election is not far distant, and the unmis- 
takable sentiments of colonists on the ques- 
tion could be obtained without the necessity 
of incurring a special expense. And by that 
time fair opportunity would be allowed the 
public to master the details of the Bills, 
while Government would be in a position to 
revise 'and amend portions of the measures 
which at present seem rather obscure. But 
present indications point to the probability 
of the Ministry having a sufficiently strong 
following to carry the proposals through tho 
House, in which event it is more than likely 
the main features will as far as puasible bq 
further assimilated to the requirements of 
the country.

Coombs and Sons, who lost £10, (XK) by 
the burning down of the foundry, are re- 
building. 

Intense interest was displayed in the Ca- 
versham election. The numbers r ere as fol- 
lows : Stout, 232 ; Lariiach, 220. 

On Saturday, at a meeting of residents of 
West Taieri, to consider tho Abolition ques- 
tion, resolutions urging the postponement of 
the Government Bills were carried. 

At a meeting in Canterburj’, a resolution 
was carried by a large majority in favor of 
remitting tlie measures to the country. 

It rained here incessantly during the whole 
of Sunday night, and so hea'vy was the.down- 
pour that a large portion of th« flat on which 
are situated the townships of Forbury, St. 
Kilda, Musselburgh, etc., was submerged, 
and still remains so. Numbers of the houses 
are still inaccessible, standing in tho midst of 
a vast sheet of water ; and it was with con- 
siderable difiioulty that some of the peopis 
were taken from their homes. 

The city also sutfered to somo extent, an 
imnaense body of water which flowed down 
Rattray street finding its way into the cellars 
of various shops. The following are the 
losses sustained by business people ; — Isaacs 
and Marks, damage to opossum mgs and 
drapery, £80 | North and Scoiilar, £100 ; 
Murray, confectioner, £200 ; Mercer, grocer, 
£200.; 51‘Liskey, bootmaker, £100; Adair, 
jeweller, £30 ; Solomon, pawnbroker, £30. 
The various losers intend submitting claims 
for compensation to tho Corporation. 

The Princes-street widening case has been 
concluded in the Supreme Court. His Honor 
reserved judgment. 

Lawrence telegrams state .that the flood 
was severe there yesterday. The railway 
culvert was not large enough, and the works 
were flooded in many places. Fears are en- 
tertained for the safety of the Waipori sludge 
channel. 

The Wellington Post of the 18th instant 
has a paragraph referring to the then ap- 
proaching Caversham election, in which it 
makes the statement that the Government 
and the Bank of New .Zealand were using all 
the means in their power to secure I,amach's 
return.

"We are thia weet obliged to hold over 
report of last ordinary Municipal meeting, to- 
gether with, special meeting hold last night, 
which was ealted' for the settlement of some 
■djoumed fansinesa. 

In reply to a question by Mr Mervyn 
in the House on Wednesday last, ‘the Govern- 
ment said it was intended tbatgoldlieldB revenue 
shonld be locally expended under the proposed 
new measnrer. 

The beautiful weather of the last fort- 
night has induced an early commencement of the 
cricketing season, and- two or three evening’s 
practice have already been enjoyed. To-night a 
meeting takes place in the Town Hall for the 
purpose of re-organising the local Club and mak- 
ing a start for the approaching season. We hope 
to see a good attendance. 

Previous to the departure last week of 
Mr A. Peach from this district the Cromwell and 
Bannockburn Lodges of Templars each made him 
■ presentation in acknowledgement of his indo- 
fatigible exertions in the cause of temperance 
durmg his stay in the district. . We have not 
heard the form of testimonial from the Bannock- 
,burn body j that from Cromwell L odge consisted 
of a purse of sovereigns and -handsomely en- 
grossed tribnte to Mr Peach’s zeal in the cause of 
Templary. 

It always affords us pleasure to welcome 
the establishment of any local industry, or to 
note the extension of one already started. We 
are therefore happy to hear that the manufac- 
tures of the Swan Brewery, owned by Mr 
Goodger, are making for themselvoe more than a 
local reputation. At least two Unnediu houses 
have shown their appreciation of the ale brewed 
at Mr Goodger's hy forwarding orders to his es- 
tablishment. This speaks hi^ly for the quali- 
ties of the Swan brew. 

Whea are the authorities going to com- 
mence operations on the Cromwell bridge !

Consider- 
ing the high-class affairs alw.ays turned out by 
host Eichardt, which have gained him a Provin- 
cial reputation, it seems rather sevore-on him 
that aristocr.itic Queenstown shonld be so remiss 
in paying ap, especially if, as Mr Eichardt as- 
serts, ready money was paid for admission to the 
banquet. Tt may seem ' egotistical to -lieinark 
that the Cromwell Centenary Committee cleared 
off liabilities within three days after the cele- 
IpratioD. 

The correspoedent who “ does” Clyde for 
onr Tnapeka contemporary is sadly exercised 
auent the establishment of sittings of the Dis- 
trict Court at Cronjweil, and characlerises the 
whole adfangement as a farce because, acoordin" 
tfl his thinking, there will tie no cases. If there 
are none, so much the better. What does he 
Bay to abolishing the Chart at Clyde, now that 
the principal litigants who patronised the temple 
rof Justice at that place are having the machinery 
of the law brought nearer home. The unani- 
mity of Clyde correspondents is wonderful. One 
abuses and misrepresents ns because we erected 
a local Hospitd, and another — or the same ?— 
•is up in arms owing to the sittings of a superior 
Oourt in the most important goldliclds centre. 

.An adjourned meeting of the Cromwell 
Jockey Club took place at the White Hart Hotel 
on Monday evemn|— Mr J. A. Preahaw, presi- 
dent, in the chair, the principal business being 
the adoption of programme for Spring meeting, 
to draw up which a sub-committee had been ap- 
pointed at previous meeting. Tt was now sub- 
mitted, and unanimously adopted. The follow- 
ing gentlemen were appointed stewards Messrs 
Loughnan, Dawkins, Starkey, Treshaw, Jolly, 
Taylor, and Marsh. It was resolved to submit 
the privileges for sale on 20th September, and 
Messrs Dawkins, Preshaw. and Starkey were 
appointed to arrange about the same, and also to 
see that the coarse and Grand Stand are put in 
order before the race-meeting. Mr Jolly was 
appointed judge ; Mr Dawkins, starter ; Mr 0. 
Pierce, clerk of the course. The handicappera 
selected were Messrs Dawkins, Starkey, and 
Preshaw. This concluded- the business, and the 
meeting closed. The programme is published in 
another column.

We 
can readily understand tliat it would never do 
for the Tablet to allow itself to be shaken as to 
its knowledge of the life and works of the great 
Irishman, and as it sefems likely to lose credit 
for correctness among his countrymen, we con- 
cede the point gracefully, and cast Chambers to 
the dogs. We may, however, remark that we 
had looked for better things from the Tablet 
than mixing up the revered name of a man whose 
memory it profease to honor and glorify with 
ribaldry and pointless jest, which neither

Mr Stout has been returned as member 
in the Assembly for Caversham by a majority of 
twelvo votes over Mr Laruaoh, the poll showing 
— Stout, 2,32 J Laruaeh, 220. The election was 
narrowed down to the issue. Provincialism versus 
Abolition, the snccessful candidate being a 
strong advocate of the former. 

Sir Cracroft Wilson, the head of the 
Canterbury Executive, in the only Provincial 
officer in the Assembly supporting the Abolition 
Bill.

Speaking of the speech on the Abolition 
question by the member for this district, the 
N.Z. Times of 14th inst says : — “ Mr Shepherd, 
who commenceil on tho Government aide, made 
a speech that, had its matter been considered, 
should have proved one of tho moat effeotiva in 
the discussion, ” — The Evening Post (Opposition 
paper) remarks “ Of all tho Government sup- 
porters who yet have spoken, iccluding members 
of tile Government, the credit belongs to Mr 
Tribe and Mr T. L. Shepherd, of having shoB'n 
theniseivea the best acquainted with the details 
of the Bills before the House They had evi- 
dently done their best to understand them, and 
knowing more than their fellows, they spoke 
better. ” 

At an extraordinary meeting of abare- 
holdera in the Arrow River United Company, 
held last week in Dunodin, a resolatiou was car- 
ri?d almost unanimously, “ That the Dunedin 
Directors be instructed to sell tho effects, pay 
the debts, and wind up the comp<iny.” It was 
shown ‘that the oomp,anv’s liahilitics were sliout 
£1050, while nearly £4000 had been spent on 
tho mine. The chairman of the meeting, Mr 
John Davie, recommended that the present com- 
pany shonld be wound up, and a new one formed. 
the_ original proprietors to he allowed to show 
their faith f n the claim by accepting contributing 
shares. One shareholder instanced the misma- 
nagement of the Arrow directory, saying they 
did nothing but write querulous letters to the 
Dunedin directory, while another is reported as 
saying that, “when at Arrow, he heard th.at as 
soon as the Dunodin company smashed, the np- 
country Directors would -work and m.ake the 
claim pay handsomely.” It is much to be re- 
gretted this promising mining venture should 
come to BO unsatisfactory an end, but it is one 
which was foretold long ago. The system of 
two managing directors was a great mistake 
from the first, and could not but prove disas- 
trous. Another error was the granting of 3000 
paid-up shares to the promoters, whose only 
claim to consideration Was tho idea of working 
the ground, and tho pegging of it out. They 
had never spent a shilling on the mine, so far as 
testing its value was concerned, and why they 
should he so liberally endowed has been a puzzle 
to many people, and has tended not a little to 
deaden the sympathies of local residents, and to 
our knowledge kept many of them from assist- 
ing in a project which otherwise would have 
claimed and obtained their heartv co-operation. 
It is to be hoped any future operations in testing 
the auriferous value of the Arrow Flat will be 
founded on a more popular and satisfactory 
basis. Dunedin capitalista have not, as a rnle, 
been backward in supporting minina schemes, 
but Shotovem and Arrow Rivers will certainly 
not tend to increase their faith in Goldfields 
speculations ; and lack of faith meins tho with- 
holding of that which our Goldfields stand 
greatly in need of at present — capital wherewith 
I to open out and work oar golden deposits.

Thft Clyde correspondent of the Mount 
Ida ChYonicU has amended hia statement ro- . 
gardiog the epidemic suffered here. In hia for- 
mer communication he omitted the past partici- 
ple “had,” which completely altered the senso 
of what he wished to say. Although this may 
seem of no importance to him, it is so to this 
community, who are not desiraus that careless, 
and it may be interested, newspaper correapon- 
dents should spread abroad a false impressioa 
that Cromwell is the seat of a chronic and vio- 
lent distemper. Tho “ facts” of the Clyde cor- 
respondent are somewhat one-sided. He sayt 
the cost to the hospital at Clyde on account of 
Cromwell patients amounted to “ something 
like” £500, while the subscripLtons from this 
portion of the district were only £71. While 
dealing with figures, tho writer might as well 
have given the sums paid to the Clyde Hospital ’ 
every ye.ar from Cromwell district previous to 
the unfortunate fever out*break, and during 
which period but fev/ patients from here entered 
the iostituction. Had he done this, we a^’e in- 
dined to think be would b.ave struck a balance 
favorable to Cromwell, But this course would 
scarcely have suited— it would have removed tba 
grounds for au appeal to the authorities for a 
special subsidy. But even putting aside pre- 
vious liberal contributions, the people of thi» 
district were willing and intended to place a sum 
to the credit of the Clyde Committee, and wers 
taking steps in that direction last April, when 
a mandate was issued by that body notifying 
that no patients from this district would be ad- 
mitted into their institution unless special ar- 
rangements were made, and on no account would 
fever patients be admitted. By this unchari- 
table action the Committee stultified themselves, 
and stayed tbe Cromwell public from respondinj} 
to an appeal for funds in aid of the Clyde Hos- 
pital, Hence facts are distorte-1 and fiction 
lirought into requisition for tbe purpose of ex- 
citing sympathy and replenishing empty coffers.

Tho manager, 
Mr Paterson, met with an accident by tho 
truck striking him in the chest and was pretty 
severely hurt. , 

The Star of the East are not crushing as 
the stone is coming out very slowly ; they 
expect however to be in full swing again 
shortly. 

The Heart of Oak tunnel is' progres.slng 
rapidly being now in good driving country, 
the contractor pierced 62 feet daring the past 
month. 

The Young Australian are putting on fresli 
hands and are breaking out large quantities 
of stone. Tho mill will start crushing very 
shortly. 

The rock in the John Bull tunnel is now 
verv hard and the progress of necessity 
slow. 

Green Brothers arc cuttipg a track to tho 
main line of road fi;nm a reef a'lovo the 
Young Aastraliap, lately found hv them, for 
the purpose of having a trial crushing, at the 
Star or John Bull batteries. Tiia reef is 2 
feat thick with very fair prospects. 

Another party are prospecting and expect 
shortly to cut a reef on tiie summit of the 
Garrick, so that the reefs may eventually be 
traced to the opposite fail of tlie range. 

Great preparations are beiiig made for tho 
sluicing companies this season, on the allu- 
vial hills and flats of the B.annockbiim, and 
good returns may be hoped for ; although 
there ia a probability of a scarcity of water, 
there being so little snow on the ranges. 
The Garrick water race is nearly completed 
at the lower end, and will presently diaohurgo

This comp'any includes .all fisc 
leading residents, who show by coming for^ 
ward in this manner that tho period of inac- 
tion h.as p.asscd, and that earnest efforts will 
now be made to test our quartz lodes. It is 
proposed to obl.ain a small ernshing plant in 
the first instance, for the purpose of affording 
trial of the yield per ton of tho quartz from 
die diff'jrnnt places to be tried. 

It seems that the Arrow United Company 
have determined to wind iip the present con- 
cern, and start afresh ; and this is not to he 
wondered at, considering that tho promoters 
of the present company hold 3000 .paid -.up 
shares for marking out the claim, which lias 
caused dissatisfaction. When this company 
starts again, with the improved turbine they 



now possess, and with an energetic local com- 
pa'ny pumping alongside, they should aoOn 
ho able to solve the problem upon which the 
future prosperity of the Arrow greatly de- 
pends, whether the rich lead of gold still 
continues in tho deep ground below tho 
gorge. 

The praspoctus of tho Wahaiipu Times has 
been published, and if tho proniises there 
made are fnliilled, it will. prove a dangerous 
rival 111 tho present newspaper. 

A Oliinaman mot with an accident last 
week at R iceeosirso Terraco, Shntover, which 
termin.atod fataUy. . He was removing a prop 
from a sot of timber in a mining claim, when 
a fall of earth took place, by which he was 
so much hurt that ho died on hig way to the 
Hospital. There are three patients from tho 
Arrow in the Hospital now : Mr M'Klbbon, 
whoso leg i.i severely fractured by a kick from 
a horao at Matatapu ; Mr Ford, carpenter, 
who out through, the main artery in his log 
with an adz3 ; and Mr Maguire, from fever 
induced by cold and Exposure. 

Mr Warden Stratford concluded a course 
of interesting lectures on tho life of Elisha 
last Sunday evening at the Church of Eng- 
land. The attendance is very good, and the 
choir is now a very efficient one. The pre- 
sent satisfactory condition of the affairs of 
the Church is due gre.itly to the interest 
taken in them by Mr Stratford, who spares 
no labor to maintain its prosperity. Ho an- 
nounced that the Sunday school will be, re- 
opened for tho summer season on September 
5th. Among others who have been screwed 
up by tho Bank here l.itoly is the Committee 
of the Church, for .£50, who have been threa- 
tened with proceedings. They have managed 
to scrape, together a few pounds, and have 
obtained a I6an from a private party for the 
balance, I wonder where the Bank directors 
expect to go to,‘ etc. ' 

Several parties wore brought up to-day by 
Senior-Cimstahle Morton for breaches of tho 
municipal bye-laws. His Worship the Majmr 
was one, and was fined 63. The others were 
also fined.' I have heard that these bye-laws 
have never been legally proclaimed, so the 
Corporation may not always be so, successful 
in enforcing them. The levels of the main 
street were certainly illegally made, for so 
weak was the Counoil’s position that when 
threatened by an action fi-ojn one property- 
holder, they altered the level to suit him 
and with another, they stopped tho work of 
constructing the footpath in front of his pre- 
mises, and it remains unfinished to this day, 
the Council not daring to complete it. A 
cnni'30 of lectures on Municipal law is greatly 
needed by our Town Counciilors. 

Our Inspector of Nuisances will have tho 
pleasure of summoning himself to Court, as 
his chimney took fire tliis evening. I would 
recommend . him to dispute the validity of 
the bye-laws. /; ' 

Beef has risen in price, and very little land 
is being tilled this year, so living will not be 
so cheap as it has been.

But wo do not desire such a con- 
summation, and yon must “ wire in” and 
help, us to get a good road made to Cromwell, 
and a bridge .across the Kaivarau at tlie Mor- 
ven Ferry ; and then there will he no fear .as 
to tho Queenstown folks gotting the better of 
U3. As adjoining neighbours, the Arrow and 
Cromwell should live upon tho beat of terms 
with eaoli other, and it will be found greatly 



to thoir rospoctive interests to do so. Each 
district is rich in natural wealth ; there is 
nothing to occasion ’any very sorions local 
.JcalonsiDa ; consequently we should live upon 
the most amicable terms with each other, 
much to our mutual adv.antago. 

I I was very glad to rood in the Cromwell 
I Arocs that onr Amateurs acquitted theni- 
! selves BO well, and afforded you so much 
I pleasure. It was a bold speculation on the 
I part of your Good Templars to risk the ex-

Spring weather has already set in, and 
those working river-beach claims consider 
their days numbered so far as Avorking their 
claims are concerned for this season. But it 
Avill have a contrary effect on the water-race 
owners, .although it has been an exception.al 
season for them, scarooly losing a week’s time 
the' Avhole winter. Tho Manuherikia Com- 
pany’s water is working two claims, one near 
tnsley’s, the other close to the M.anulierikia 
Brewery, with favorable results. There are 
also tAvo claims being worked with the Cor- 
poration Avater race, one by Allan and Co., 
on the banks of the Mamihcrilda River, the 
other by the old Ovens Company, at the 
Newcastle coalpit on the banks of the Moly- 
nsux ; and if ram ora are true, both are doing 
very well. There are a great number of 
Chinesa working on the Manuherikia and 
Manorburn Plata. The claims are worked on 
the paddock system, and aro kept dry by a 
Californian pumj), the motive poAver being 
Avater which is -lifted from the Manuherikia 
river. About ten ye.ars since, there w.as a 
scheme set on foot to construct a drainage 
channol through those tAVO flats, but it fell 
through for Av.ant 'i>f energy, although the 
Governnicnt offered to subsidise the wi>rks to 
the amount of £400. At Butcher’s Point 
not a single paddock has been taken off this 
season, but for what re, agon is a mystery to 
mei There a;’c tAvo first-class claims at this 
Point, hut one great drawback to ilisir being 
Avorked is the Avant of water to drive their 
Avheels Avlieii tho river is Ioav enough for them 
to work. I would suggest to the owners of 
those claims the advisability of erecting a 
current-wheel for the purpose of keeping 
their paddocks clear of Avater. As a rule, 
Avhon the river is Ioav enough for them to 
Avorlc, there is but little water in their race, 
.as it takes its rise ont of .a very mountainon.s 
conntry. Noble, Paget, and Co. have set in 
to AA'ork tho old Frenchman’s claim, and have 
snccecdcd in taking off a paddock, in which 
they found a block of sound ground, Avliich 
paid them lian<isomel.y, .and are in hopes of 
coming aci'css several ot'oers, it being their 
intention to rDAANwk the' AA-hole of this claim 
Avhile the riA'cr is low enough, and Avhile not 
to Avoi'k tho back gronntl, Avhioh Avilt pay 
small Avages noAv that they'hi’.ve nothing to 
pay for Avater. They lately pnrclrasad oaag 
of OliA-or’s. Av.ater-riglits from Conroy’.g .and 
Blaokinan’s. TIio otlier claims on this side 
of the river are all in Avork, aud I liear no 
coAnnlaints as to i-osnlts. The claims in pon- 
rcAy’s and Butcher’s gullies are also in full 
Avork, 

Having lioivd much of tho extent of the 
works iu Mr Michael Keti’s claim. Golden 
Gully, 1 paid it a poi-sonal visit tlAC other 
day. This claim is situated about t\A'<) miles 
from Alexandi’.a, on the Avest side of tho 
Molynoux lliver, aud has been in work for 
something like three years. The Avorkinga 
first coAumenced in a small gAilly over tho 
river, and by working back it proved to be .a 
defined lead of gold about 160 feet Avide, 
Avith the bed-rock rising on either side. 
Some time since, it being found expensive 
-Avoi-k to construct an open tail-r.ace thA’ongh 
the solid rock, it w.as determined to begin on 
a Ioav level, and put in .a tunnel. This Am- 
.Icrtaking cost close upon £1000 in cash, 
boing constructed by hired labor. It is a 
little over .300 feet pn Icn.gth. Mr Kelt in- 
forms me tliiit the tunnel has repaid its OAvn 
cost, .and that he has sufficient f.all to work 
for the next tAvonty years, the time he com- 
putes it Avill take to Avork ont the claim . The 
pA-csent face is 55 feet, with gold from top to 
bottom. The Avhfile of this Lacb ot dirt is 
bloAA'n aAvay by AA-ater throngh a hose and 
pipe, and a pick, is very seldom lAsed in Bab 
claim. Mr Kett oavais a Avator-i'aoe from 
BiAtchci’’s gully, (in fact, oavias all the water 
from BiAtclier’s gully,) and about half-a-mllo 
fA'om ills chvim has coTistriicted .a rcservoh-, 
AA'hich is about a mile in circumference, and 
holds six days’ .supply of Avater sufficient to 
fully carry on opcr.atioAAS. .Altogether I be- 
licAm the works in connection with this claim 
<arc the most extensive of a mining class hi 
Ota.go. Everything appears to be in perfect 
order, and the clam is well wortli a visit 
from anyone having the interest of gold- 
mining at heart. 

On the lltli inst., we enjoyed .a real intel- 
lectual treat in the sh.ape of a lecture doli- ’ 
vered by Dr Allan, of the Dnnstan District 
Hospital, The hall was certainly not so well 



filled as the occasion warranted. ' The pro* 
coeds Avent to the benefit of the Library 
fund. There Avos a fair sprinkling of visitors 
from Clyde, and no doubt many were agree- 
ably surprised to find the Doctor Ijandle his 
subject ill such a masterly way. Long may 
Natural Science be a benefit to mankind, and 
long may the Avorthy Doctor be spared to 
enlarge on it ! 



PUBLIC MBBTINO AT ' 
BANNOCKBURN. 



A pAiblic meeting, called by the Bannockburn 
Miners’ Association, was held in the School- 
room at that place on Tuesday night last. Mr 
M'Kersie Avas voted to the chair, and read the 
advertisement calling the meeting, and ex- 
plained its object, viz,, the consideration of tho 
Abolition of Brovlnces Bill, and the Local Go- 
vernment Bill to follow. 

Mr Crombie Avas dissatisfied with the preamble 
of the latter Bill and its ambiguity. He saw in 
it no indication of the abolition of the gold 
duty, but apparently increased taxation for tho 
miner, .and if carried into effect it would simply 
be making mining communities pay for local 
judicial institutions out of their local reveuuy; 
and if that revenue fell short of requirements, 
what then ? He said great stress was laid upon 
“ rateable property,” but before miners espeoi- 
ally committed themselves to the provisions of 
the Bill, ho thought grave deliberation was 
necessary ; and, although agreeing to the pro- 
posed Abolition of Provincial institotiona, ho 
thought h.asty legislation in the matter av.is to 
be deprecated. He would therefore move, 
“ That this meeting is of opinion that it is ex- 
tremely undesirable that the Bill should be 
pasged.Avithout asking tliat the opinion of the 
connti-y be taken on the m,attcr most tho- 
roughly.” It appeared to bp a question of drain- 
ing more money out of the miners’ pockets, aud 
if so he for one would like to be more fully ac: 
quainted with the details. 

The motion was seconded by Mr M'Gregor,. 
who considered that the remarks of tho mover 
were likely to be the opinions of the majority of 
goldfields members. 

Mr Ray consido ed that the money raised in 
the Province AVas sufficient to construct all neces- 
sary public Avorks, &c., hut AVas in favor of in- 
sular sep.aration. 

Mr Buchan had read the Bill iu question and 
.IS probably many at that meeting had not, be 
therefore begged to propose as an amendment, 
“That this meeting strtmgly agrees with the 
pi-oposal to abolish the Provinces, and sees no 
reason for delay ” He pointed out that it waa 
only a questioi? of governing by ourselves or by 
others. There being at this stage signs of gi-eat 
dissent, the speaker produced the CrojawblL 
AegClS with .account of a meeting of the Ban- 
nookbnni and C.arrick Range Miners’ Associa- 
tion held on September 15, 1S74, and tlieil/er- 
c:t)-y of November C, 1874, Avbcre it Avag shoArn 
that sojne of those noAA-i)resont “hailed with satis- 
faction the Alxilitiou of Provinoio! GoA'ernraents, 
providcil that local goverameni Avith localisa- 
tion of the goldfields and the land revenue takes 
their place.” However as this turned out not 
to have been the outcome of a “ Public Meet- 
ing” the question was shelved after a A-ery wordy 
discAlssion. Mr Buchan spoke fiu-tlier on a 
variety of subjects, to wit, the gold duty. Baa- 
: noekhAirn bridge, squatters, “cockatoos,” &c. 

Mr .1. Moore supported the amendment and 
thought that the time had ari-ived for abolition 
of ProA'incial Governments. He said whatever 
‘ could happen to us could certainly not be worse 
than the present state of things. - • _ - ’ 

' Mr Crombie spoke strongly against the amend- 
ment, and quoted clausa 4G, section 14 of the 
proposed Local GoA'erameiit Bill to show that 
mining le.tses, and indeed ail mininir property, 
Avas open to bo taxed in addition to rates already 
levied. Tho qnalification of Electors Bill was 
then slightly discussed. 

.Mr Ray spoke of tho roads, Ac , made by the 
ProA'incial Governments, and thought they had 
done a goo-l deal and it Avould not be Avise to 
permit abolition until we kooAV ex.actly what we 
were going to c.ommit onrselyos to. 

('ll a show of bauds, Mr Buchan’s amendment 
was lost and Mr Crombie’s motion declared car- 
ried. 

A vote ot thanks to the Chair brought ths 
meeting to a close.

Many houses wore suddenly 
flooded and destroyed before tlie inmates 
could escape. 600 persons are missing, and 
at least 100 were drowned or killed by tho 
falling walls. All the railway trains were 
stopped. 



EXTRAORDItfARY ASSAULT IN A TRAIN 
The mail papers give particulars' of the 
■case against Colonel BakeCj. of the Iltli Hus- 
sars, for an assault on a young lady in a rail- 
way carriage, referred to in tho cablegrams 
per Omeo. Colonel Baker was committed 
for trial at the next Guildford Assizes on tlie 
.charge. The evidence as given by the young 
lady herself, and some passengers by the 
same train was as follows Miss Kate Dick- 
enson, a lady twenty -one years of age, and 
an uncommonly pretty girl, holding a fair 
position in society, lives near Jlidhurst, Sus- 
sex.

They talked as people 
do about the theatresj the Royal Academy, 
and the passing landscape, and the stranger 
Uld her he was an officer in command °at 



Aldershot. After leaving Woking station the 
train had nowhere to stop for a time, and the 
stranger then pulled up tho Window and asked 
Miss Dickenson for her name, but she de- 
clined tolling, “ because aha didn’t ohuOse.” 
Ho then asked her to meet him again on that 
lino and allow him to writd to her, all of 
which she refused. Then he got hold of her 
and tried to kiss her, and she got hold of the 
guard’s boll to ring it, hut (as usual with 
these means pf communication whenf they are 
w.anted) it would not work. Then lie vio- 
lently pushed her back on the scat and kissed 
her, and getting down on the floor sho felt 
his hand above her boot. At this she set up 
screaming, .and struggling to her feet managed 
to get tho window down and turn the handle 
of the door, which flow open.* "Then holding 
to the man’s arm with one hand slio got hold 
of the door with tho other, and stood on the 
outside ste])3. Her screams had in the mean- 
time been heard by some of tho passengers, 
and she could see heads looking out along the 
train. One gentleman, a dissenting minis- 
ter, tried to get along the steps to her as- 
sistance hnt failed, and it was a long* time 
before the attention of tho guard could bo 
attracted.* In tho mp.antime Colonel Baker 
was imploring Miss Dickenson to re-enter the 
carriage, promising to get out himself if she 
would do so, hnt she declined to trust herself 
with him. After riding about five miles in 
this manner the train was brought up at a 
small station, the lady ha-ving been descried 
at the preceding station hanging on the step, 
and a telegram forwarded to stop the train. 
When lifted off she pointed to her" fellow- 
traveller, and said he had assaulted her. He 
gave his name as Colonel Yalentine Baker, 
.and said the 1-ady was making a mistake. 
The other passengers present however say 
that he asked her in a loud voice to say 
nothing about it, as it -would get him into 
trouble, and that he would make it all right 
with her brother (who Is an officer at Aider- 
shot), She declined to hold any communica- 
tion with him. When the case was investi- 
gated. Mr Hawkins, Q.C., who appeared for 
the colonel, declined to cross-examine tho 
young lady, reserving ‘all his defence for tho 
trial. The colonel, however, said that ho 
desired to express regret if anything he had 
done had caused tho lady annoyance, but 
that she was suffering from tho effects of a 
complete hallncination. 

A aTe~]^I C A N. 

At St. Burnneh, Quebec, on I2th July, six 
people crossing tho railway were run into by 
a train. Two women were killed and three 
badly hurt.

The rectifying establishment of Frazer and 
Co., St. Louis, has been sequestered for the 
non-payment of 40,000 dollars duty. * .

boldt county, Nevada. Capital, 10,000,000 
dollars, j- 

At Milwaukee, on the 3rd July, Mr Knel- 
land, of the firm of Flint and Knelland, was 
found drowned. As his friends wore remov- 
ing the body for burial, a woman of bad 
character came forward, claiming the body as 
that of her husband. She showed a certifi- 
cate of marriage, and claimed a share in the 
100,000 dollars of property. The unfortu- 
nate union is supposed to have been the 
cause of suicide. 

Klemer, a negro, who outraged tho wife of 
William Vaughan in Missouri, was brought 
to Greenfield for safe keeping. One morn- 
ing, a mob numbering 160 masked men, 
broke open the gaol and hanged the prisoner. 

A desperate attempt was made to rob an 
express car at Long Point, Illinois, on the 
8tli July. Tlia engine and car were cut loose 
and tho engineer was killed. The express- 
man, Burke, barricaded the doors and kept 
the robbers at bay till help arrived. 

A frightful collision occurred on tiie South 
Side Railway to tho up train from Williama- 
buty, with excursionists, chiefly workingmen 
and their families. The train raa into the 
down luggage train, which was sixteen 
minutes late j both trains were running at 
the rate of forty miles an hour. Upon turn- 
ing a sharp curve in the line the trains came 
in sight of each other at a short distance ; one 
engineer reversed his engines and jumped off 
safely. The two ponderous locomotives 
crashed into each other with a shock heard 
over a mile away, and the long line of pas- 
senger carriages piled thomselvse into a heap 
of sliattered ruin. The smoking car next the 
engine was completely smashed ; the next 
car rose up on top of tiie broken locomotives, 
and rested on the wreck at an angle of 46 
de^ees, but the two last cars, although snf- 
feriug a violent shock, did not leave the 
track. Ten persons were killed and over 
twenty injured. 

Tho Tribune says that the evidence in 
Coerder’s trial for conspiracy so seriously im- 
plicates Moultoun that Beecher’s counsel 
have already taken steps to indict him for 
perjury. Judge Barnard, who w.as removed 
from the Supreme Court Bench in 1871, is 
accused of having tampered with tho Beecher 
jury, Beecher and Barnard were enemies, 
and Barnard boasted of having fixed tlie jury 
so tlrnt one would stand out under all circum- 
stances. It is rumored that the negro named 
Woolly will be arrested for perjury. Beecher 
was serenaded at Peekskiil on the 13lh July, 
and received an address from Judge O’Niel, 
reposing confidence in him as a Christian 
minister. Beecher replied in a speech of an 
hour, justifying himself, and expressing his 
trust in the future. He stated the expense 
of the trial would amount to 7600. dols., 
which he could hardly pay. ’. He said he was 
thankful for the heartfeltr sympathy offered 
him. 



THE ABOLITION DEBATE. 

^ ^ * 

Oi^ Wednesday hast, in tho Assembly, Mr 
Bowen, Minister of Justice, spoke on the 
Abolition Question, Tho hon. gentleman’s 
address Is the most clear and (mtspoken we 
have yet read on tho subject, and is deserv- 
ing of careful perusal : — 

Tho honourable member who just sat down 
admitted there was nothing new in tho pro- 
posal to change the Constitution, but went on 
to say he wished Government had stated that 
it was brought down because of financial dif- 
ficulties.-' If th.at had been truth tho Govern- 
ment would have said so. ' Fortunately, there 
wore no financial difficulties to trouble the 
country now, but there had not yet been a 
Colonial Treasurer on tho Goveniraent 
benches who had not protested against tho 
difficulty experienced in protecting the Go- 
vernment chest from an organised raid made 
upon it by the Provinces. Ten years ago the 
member for Eutt found it necessary to charge 
L125,000 to loan on account of having had to 
provide that sum for the requirements of the 
Provinces, and that was when loans wore not 
raised for reproductive works. Two years 
Bubsequeutly, the same gentleman had to 
provide another L183,000, in order to make 
their overdrafts disappear, to use his own 
words. Mr Hall, another Colonial Treasurer, 
had to make the same complaint, and said it 
was utterly impossible to guard the chest 
against such ofganised banditti, who, year 
after year, demanded “Your money or your 
life.” Every Colonial. Treasurer made the 
same complaint. It was no wonder tho late 
Colonial ’Treasurer, having to contend with 
the same pressure, decided to get rid of those 
institutions which, if not swept away, would 
launch the country into financial disaster. It 
was admitted on all hands that there must be 
a change in the institutions of tho Colony, 
which it would also be ad niitted, had assumed 
a shape it was never intended they should 
take when the Constitutions was first pto- 
miilgated. Though at one time suited to the 
requirements of the country, the Constitu- 
tion was not applicable. In dealing with the 
cry of “ taking away tho liberties of the 
people,” the honourable gentleman said the 
cry always came from the Superintendents, 
who, like so many Caesars, wished to ignore the 
representatives of the people. They had seen 
Provincial Councils, who professed to be repre- 
sentatives of the people, pass a resolution on 
one day, hnt rescind it two or three days after 
at the bidding of the Snperinte.ndent. They 
had hoard of tho Provincial Treasurer telling 
the Provincial Council that anything which 
did hot meet with the approval of the Superin- 
tendent should be rescinded. Could that be 
called Representative Government? They 
had gone altogether beyond Provincial Go- 
vei-nment, and required to be united by a law 
which would cause the Colony to be easily 
governed by one Government, and one Parlia- 
ment. It was more easy now to govern New 
Zealand with one Government, than in the 
time of our grandfathers for one Government 
to govern England. It was physically easier 
to do so, and there could be no reason why 
this Colony should be governed in a manner 
exceptional to that prevailing in any other 
part of Her Majesty’s dominions. They had 
come to the time when there must be a 
change, thon:|!h it was notanecessary presump- 
tion that this change was a reproach upon 
those who had been the administrators of a 
system which had hitherto existed. But 
oven supposing the Provinces had been suc- 
cessfully administered, tliatwas no reason that 
they must therefore exist for ever. Last year 
resolutions were passed instructing the Go- 
vernment to prepare measures for the aboli- 
tion of the Provinces in the Northern Island ; 
but since that time the cty comes from one end 
of New Zealand to tho other that Southern as 
well as Northern must bo abolished. It came 
first from North, then from South. Tho 
Superintendent of Otago s.aid, “All or none;” 
the Superintendent of Canterbury also said, 
“All or none.” Therefore there was no al- 
ternative for the Government but to bring in 
a measure for abolishing all. But if this cry 
hod not come the abolition of the whole must 
have been decided upon, because when they 
looked into the matter it appeared neither 
just nor fair, in a financial or administrative 
point of view, to make any difference be- 
tween one or other. Objection had 'been 
taken to the term “ Provincial Districts," 
but it had been necessary to use that terra. 
There was a mass of legislation which had 
grown up in different Provinces, w!iic)i ex- 
tended no farther than the boundaries of 
those Provinces, and it would have been im- 
possible fur them to meddle with those 
laws during tho present session, and to 
prevent confusion tliey had decided to leave 
tho districts as at present constituted, so as to 
render tho laws valid. Another matter was 
land revenue complications, with which, to 
prevent injustice they had not meddled. The 
next point was very much misrepresented — 
namely, delegating power to Superinten- 
dents. Government did r.ot wish to take 
this responsibility on themselves, but felt it 
necessary they should have the power of re- 
taining in office those at present in charge of 
the principal departments of Provincial Go- 
vernments. J ust as a man taking over anew 
business required the assistance of those who 
had been employed in the establishment pre- 
viously. With reference to the assertion 
that, the Government could not carry out 
their promises to the country districts, he 
said the Government would be able to do all 
they promised. Road Boards need .not be 
jealous of M imicipallties. In addition to the 
amount guaranteed, the country districts 
would also have a fair share of expenditure 
on public works. Goldfields revenue was 
given solely to tho goldfields. Allusion 
had been mode to the fact that the capita- 



tion alloyvanca had been reduced. It wa 
well to remember that at tho same time a 
barge nnraber of gjiargi-s had been taken from 
the Provincial to ilie General Government, 
lie then proceeded to speak in glowing terms 
of the advantages which ninsl arise from abo- 
lition, for, though all adiiiiliistratiun would 
ho local, yet everything would bo done on a 
fixed syatem. . Surveys, Gauls, Education, 
and Police would be administered on a Gene- 
ral system, and none could deny that'’ that 
would not be better than piecemeal adminis- 
trations. It had been said the Government 
ought to go to the country. If the Govern- 
ment had merely consulted their own feel- 
ings they would have gone to the country, 
but they felt they had a duty to perform. 
They believed tho change to be absolutely ne- 
cessary, for if the country had to expei-ience 
more scrambling it would involve utter ruin^ 
Therefore they had licit shirked their respniisi- 
bilifcy, and would stake their positions on the 
Bill. Tliey were satisfied there was no time 
to be lost, and they tnisted Parliament would 
settle the matter at once. Its predecessor 
had made itself famous by inauguratinir the 
Public Works policy, and if the present 
Parliament did its duty by deciding on Aboli- 
tion it would earn the gratitude of generatious 
to come. There were two courses open to the 
Government. Tliey must either carry out the 
expressed wish of the House, or else retire 
into obscurity, covered with the ignominy 
which was tho fit punishment for cowardice- 
— (Loud chaering.) 



Mr Stafpokd’s Address. 

Mr Stafford addressed tho House on the 
Abolition and Local Government Bills on 
Thursday evening, We have only space for 
the following extract — 

An appeal was made about the invasion of 
the liberties of the people. What and where 
were those liberties ? Were they in that 
complicated mass of conflicting laws on the 
Provinci.a! Statute-books, such .as those relat- 
ing to dog ordinances, scab trespass, and im- 
pounding ordinances ? To contrast with 
these powers, what wore those vested in the 
House 1 Why, the powers of founding Courts 
of J ustice, and of determining what tho work- 
ing man shonkl p.ay towards the requirements 
of the State, These were the powers which 
guarded the liberties of the people. Why, 
the Provincial Councils could not impose a 
fine upon scabby sheep without coining to 
that House. Reference had been m.ade to 
the officers to be nominated to supervise the 
affairs of the Provinces. They had been 
called satraps, but why this should be a term 
of reproach ho could not see. The name in 
its real meaning was not objectionable. 
These officers were only to be appointed till 
next session. Then to come to the Superin- 
tendents, whom they had, like the IBussian 
cannon at Balaclava, “ to the right of them, 
to the left of them, and in front of them,” 
how ware they the representatives of the 
people ? Look at the hon. member for Avon. 
Why, lie dare i not dismiss his Executive, or 
appoint or dismiss a single officer without 
their consent. He counted as only one, and 
was perfectly helpless. Then there was tha 
member for Port Chalmers — the Superinten- 
dent of Otago. He, too, was bound to act 
in accordance with tlie advice of his respon- 
sible advisers. AnotherSuperintendent, last 
session, had told the House he had often 
signed documents he did not approve of, be- 
cause advised to do so by his Executive. Ho 
could say that, when Superintendents were 
not in constant conflict with their Execu- 
tives, they were the abject slaves of them. 
Was it to be said that their Anglo-Saxon 
blood required Provincialism for the protec- 
tion of their liberties? He would tell tho 
people of New Zealand that if they wanted 
to build up a palladium of liberty, they 
should not be distracted by little petty sham- 
fights, which were occupied in passing dog- 
taxes. Let them turn their undivided atteu- 
tioii to tliis, their one supreme legislature, 
and make that the guardian of their liberties. 
If this legislature had not the legal power, it 
had the constitutional power to make such 
changes. He would vote for the passin<» of 
the Bill.
